Maine. : 

Only 15 of the state’s 632 voting 
precincts were unreported from yes- 
terday’s election—which preceded the 
canvass in the rest of the country by 
two months—and they held such small 
numbers of registered voters that they 
could not affect the results in the 
gubernatorial contest or those in the 
second and third congressional dis- 
tricts. 

Louis J. Brann, mild-mannered 
Lewiston lawyer, had a lead of 1,265 
—slender but impregnable with the 
tabulations so near completion. 


Standing for Governor. 


The vote from 619 precincts was: 

Brann, democrat, 118,958. 

Martin, republican, 117,693. 

Burleigh Martin, who comes of a 
long line of political office-holders and 
was president of the state senate two 
years ago, lost even his home city of 
Augusta—the state capital—in_ the 
slowly sapping piling-up of votes the 
democratic chieftains engineered. 

The congressional fights in the sec- 
ond and third districts—both won by 
the democrats—saw the third failure 
for former Governor Ralph O. Brew- 
ster in his efforts to re-enter politics, 
and the final arrival of Edward C. 
Moran Jr., young democrat from 
Rockland, who lost to the republican 
gubernatorial candidate in the 1928 
and 1930 elections. 

Brewster fell before the onslaught 
of John G. Utterback, former mayor 
of Bangor and now an automobile 
dealer.

SA.:TIAGO, Chile, Sept. 13.—(#) 
A Chilean air force threat to bomb 
the presidential palace today over- 
threw President Carlos Davila. ‘ihe 
movement was carried out without 
bloodshed. 

Tonight a_ revolutionary group 
headed by the chief of the air force, 
Colonel Arturo Merino Benitez, set 
up a temporary government with Gen- 
eral Bartolome Blanche, commander- 
in-chief of the army, as acting pres- 
ident. . 

(Both Colonel Benitez and General 
Blanche have in the past been sup- 
porters of former President-Dictator 
Carlos Ibanez, who now is in exile 
in Argentina.

Candidates for local, state and na- 
tional offices were chosen in primaries 
in eight states yesterday with prohi- 
tion an issue in some of the con- 
tests. 

In Michigan two supporters of the 
dry laws who were defeated in 1930 
held slight leads on the basis of early 
returns. Vermont voters gave a 
three-to-one lead to Representative 
Ernest W. Gibson, republican, who 
favored resubmission, against a re- 
pealist opponent. 

Senator E. D. Smith, who ran on 
the democratic platform, including its 
prohibition repeal plank, defeated for- 
mer Senator Cole L. Blease in South 
Carolina’s run-off primary for’ the 
democratic nomination. 

The first scattered returns in 
Washington’s republican primary 
gave Senator Wesley L. Jones, who 
sponsored the Jones “five-and-ten” en- 
forcement law, a narrow lead over 
Adam Beller, repeal candidate, for his 
party’s nomination to the senate, but 
were too few to indicate the outcome. 

Former Representatives Grant M. 
Hudson and Louis C. Cramton, repub- 
licans, who sought to regain the seats 
lost to Representatives Seymour H. 


Person and Jesse P. Wolcott, held 
slight leads in the Michigan contests. 
Hudson and Cramton were outstand- 
ing prohibition leaders during their 
previous house service, 

Representative John Overton, run- 
ning for the democratic senatorial 
nomination in Louisiana, with the 
support of Senator Huey Long, early 
took a two-to-one lead over Senator 
Edwin S. Broussard. 

Senator George H. Moses, promi- 
nent in national republican politics, 
was renominated in New Hampshire. 
Fred H. Brown, public service com- 
missioner, apparently was to be his 
democratic opponent on face of early 
returns. 

In Vermont Senator Porter Dale 
was unopposed for the republican 
nomination, Governor Stanley C. Wil- 
son overcame a slight lead held by W. 
Arthur Simpson to go out in front in 
his race for renomination as_ that 
state’s republican candidate for gov- 
ernor. Across the state line in New 
Hampshire, Governor G. Winant was 
far in the lead for republican renom- 
ination. 

Governor Wilbur M. Brucker, seek- 
ing renomination on the republican 
ticket in Michigan, held a command- 
ing lead over four opponents. William 
A. Comstock led two opponents for 
the democratic gubernatorial nomina- 
tion. . 

John T. Barrett jumped ahead of 
Alva B. Adams in first returns for 
the democratic senatorial nomination 
in Colorado.

Three Inspectors Asked

WASHINGTON, Sept. 13.—(4)— 
Brigadier General Pelham D, Glass- 
ford, superintendent of police, still 


denying he advised calling out feder- 
al troops during the bonus army riots 
July OR. today demanded written re- 
sorts from three inspectors who have 

en quoted in the controversy over 
the use of soldiers in evicting the 
marchers. 

While rumors were current that 
Glassford’s resignation may be asked. 
his friends are convinced that the tall 
former soldier will not quit under fire. 

The need for federal troops the po- 
lice chief questioned again after Dis- 
trict of Columbia commissioners had 
backed up the justice department in 
placing responsibility upon police and 
the police superintendent. 

Reports Requested. 

Glassford asked written reports 
from Inspectors E. W. Brown, L. 1. 
H. Edwards and T. R. Bean as to any 
statements they may have made to the 
district commissioners concerning the 
necessity for calling out the troops. 

The demand followed publication of 
a letter from Dr. L. H. Reichelderfer, 
president of the board of commission- 
ers, to Attorney General Mitchell. 

In this letter the three inspectors 
were quoted as having declared their 
belief that “had the arrival of troops 
been delayed, further bloogshed and 
death could not have been averted.” 

The controversy arose with Glass- 
ford’s statement saying some of the 
assertions in the report of Attorneys 
General Mitchell to President Hoover 
were “in conflict with police records 
or with facts known to the police de- 
| partment.” 

Glassford’s Statement. 

Today Glassford said, in part: 

“With. the great majority of the un- 
employed veterans willing to co-oper- 
ate with the police and with no orders 
to extend the repossessed area, I am 
firmly of the belief that no situation 
would have arisen beyond -the control 
of the police.” 

The first actual encounter, he add- 
ed, was confined to a narrow point 
on one side of the roped-off area of 


repossessed from bonus marchers. 

“The second assault,” the statement 
continued, “occurring nearly two hours 
later, in which two veterans were shot. 
was halted almost instantly. This 
was a spontaneous affair, involving 
less than two dozen participants on 
both sides.

Estate Totaling 25 Million 
Is Left by George Eastman 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., Sept. 13.— 
(P)—An estate of $25,561,641.60, or 
approximately $5,000,000 more than 
the estimates at the time of his death. 
was left by George Eastman, the 
kodak magnate, according to the 
transfer tax affidavit filed today with 
Surrogate Joseph M. Feely. Of the 
total estate $8,319,553.92 was in cash, 
the affidavit showed. Eastman com- 
mitted suicide by shooting himself at 
his home here last March 14. He 
was 77. 

A large part of the estate is be- 
queathed to educational and philan- 
thropic institutions. 

A gross value of $24,403,748.80 in 
personal property and $1,157,892.S0 
in real estate is shown. Debts, in- 
cluding approximately $3,000,000 in 
unpaid gitts to European dental dis- 
pensaries founded by Mr. Eastman, 
total $3,674,574.09; funeral expenses 
of administration, $500,000, making 
total deductions of $4,185,758.54 and 
providing for a net estate for distri- 
bution of $21,375,903.06. 

The University of Rochester is the 
residuary legatee and benefits from 
Mr. Eastman’s will in the sum of 
$19,287,143.28. The second largest 
beneficiary is the Rochester Dental 
Dispensary, which receives $1,028,- 
458.18, 

A surprising disclosure was the 
fact that Eastman carried only $16,951 
in life insurance, all of which was} 
payable to his niece, Mrs. Ellen An | 
drus Dryden,.of Evanston, Ill.

in years of agitation” detailed plans 
for a wholesale re-organization of the 
government would be placed before 
congress next Decenrber. 

The president told newspapermen 
he had just instructed J. C. Roop, di- 
rector of the budget, to initiate a 
series of investigations looking toward 
the preparation of “executive orders 
for re-organization of the whole struc- | 
ture’ of the federal government. | 

“These orders covering the entire | 
exevutive establishment,” he said, “will 
be completed and presented to the 
congress immediately upon its recon- 
vening in December.” 

Previous Declarations. 

Since before the time of his accept-. 
ance speech in 1928, Mr. Hoover at! 
various times has stressed the neces- | 
sity for a re-arrangement of the execu-. 
tive structure. 

Under his administration several 
such steps have been accomplished. | 
Among them were the recent reduction 
of the ehipping board from a seven 
to a three-man directorate, consolida- 
tion of the radio commission into the 
department of commerce, elimination 
of various activities within the vet- 
erans bureau and the shift of the pro- 
hibition bureau from the treasury to 
the justice department. 

Under the terms of the economy 
law, the president must place execu- 
tive orders before congress for what 
he described today as “fegrouping, 
cousolidating and reducing the num- 
ber of bureaus and commissions, elim}- 
nating overlap and duplication of ef- 
fort.” If these executive orders do not

More Than 75 Candidates 
for Nomination Appear.

Despite predictions of showers to- 
day, it was indicated Tuesday that 
35,000 of the 50,000 qualified voters 
of Fulton and DeKalb counties: will 
Visit the 85 ballot boxes scattered 
throughout the two counties as a cli- 
max. to several spirited races in the 
state primary. 

The electorate is faced with a list 
bearing the names of more than 75 
contestants, including nomination of 


a senator, a congressman and a dozen 
state house officials. 

_ J. C. Harrison, Fulton county reg- 
istrar, estimates that 25,000 Atlantans 
will ballot during the day, and A. R, 
Almon, secretary of the DeKalb 
county executive committee, expresses 
the opinion that from 9,000 to 10,000 
would vote in DeKalb. They both 
urged that the voters go to the polls 
eurly in the day. 

Almon explained that citizens in 
the Kdgewood district, DeKalb county, 
which includes ali Druid Hills, may 
cast their ballots either at the Inman 
Park garage, 1,200 Euclid avenue, or 
at Buchanan's courtroom, DeKalb 
and Whitefoord avenues, 


Fulton’s registration list carries 
58,623 and DeKalb’s about 12.000. 

In addition to the state jobs, the 
Fulton county ballot carries the names 
of 17 aspirants for seven jobs, and 
DeKalb 32 for 11 positions for which 
nominations will be made.

Governor Richard B. Russell Jr., in 
his final statement in his campaign 
for the United States senate here 
Tuesday night, said the “threat of 
war to collect” foreign debts, which 
he said his opponent, Congressman 
Charles R. Crisp, was proclaiming “is 
the argument of the _ international 
bankers—pure and undiluted.” 

“No sane person would go to war 
to collect the debts and such activa 
is not necessary,” Russell said. 

“If it had been,” he continued, 
“the democratic party would never 
have declared in its platform in favor 
of the collection of these debts. All 
that is necessary is to have a gov- 


ernment that is immune from the in- 
fluences of the international bankers 
and the blandishments of foreign chan- 
cellors, and will insist on preserving 
the rights of the American people and 
these sums will be collected.” 

Russell charged that ‘the congress- 
man had reversed his position dur- 
ing the campaign on many issues and 
that recently he “had the temerity 
to charge that I had the support of 
the power trust.” He wharged that 
“vested interests” were supporting his 
opponent in the campaign. 

The gavernor read a letter, which 
he said was” signed by Governor 
Franklin D, Roosevelt, of New York, 
democratic presidential nominee, ex- 
pressing Roosevelt's appreciation “for 
your invaluable services not only in 
the pre-convention campaign in Geor- 
gia but also for your splendid work 
at Chicago as chairman of the Geor- 
gia delegation.” The letter said Rus- 
sell’s speech, seconding Roosevelt's 
nomination, “pleased me greatly.” 

Russell made the prediction that he 
would carry between 115 and 128 
counties in the primary today. 

“There has never been a more it- 
portant election fought in Georgia,” 
he said. “It will determine whether 
or not the people's government still 
belongs to the people or whether or 
not the people's government is subject 
to manipulation by big interests who 
can control elections. 

“IT am confident that the people of 
Georgia will, tomorrew, give me the 
vpportunity of working hand in hand 
with Governor Roosevelt to restore 
this government to its rightful owners, 
the people of the United States, and 
rescue it from the predatory interests 
tha: have succeeded in. manipulating 
it for so long. 

“I hold and espouse today the same 
principles I outlined in my opening 
campaign speech. The close of the 
campaign finds me without a single 
regret for a single statement that I 
have made. I have not dealt in per- 
sonabities or abuse of my opponent, 

“I have discussed public records 
and public questions and have not 
made a single charge or statement 
that I would not have been glad to 
make in joint discussion with my op- 
ponent anywhere in Georgia.”

TOBACCO HOGS LIKELY TO DIE 
SUDDENLY. 

Two men who were excessive smok- 
ers passed out so suddenly and mys- 
teriously that post-mortem investiga- 
tion was ordered. The post-mortem 
proved that the men had been poison- 
ed, Not by any mysterious drug incor- 
porated in their cigars or cigarets, 


but by what in Germany passes As ex- 
cellent tobacco and in this country 
would be called El Cabbagio or Simon- 
pure alfalfa. Both of these tobacco 
hogs had coronary sclerosis. That 
means hardening and thickening of 
the artery that supplies blood to the 
heart muscle itself. There was some- 
thing peculiar and interesting about 
the arterial sclerosis in these two 
eases. It was confined to the coronary 
arteries. It did not even slightly af- 
fect the aorta (great artery) nor was 
there any sign of: arteriosclerotic 
change in the cerebral and renal ar- 
teries (brain and kidney) which are 
invariably involved in honest arterio- 
sclerosis. 

Now. girls, I want to be perfectly 
frank with you. Whatever animad- 
versions | may have made in years 
past about women smoking, now 
say that so far as 1 know the tem- 
perate use of tobacco is no more in- 
jurious to a woman than it is to a 
man. I still insist, and without fear 
of competent contradiction, that even 
moderate or occasional use of tobac- 
co is injurious to the health of any 
youth, male or female, whéd has not 
yet atttained full adult growth and 
development. 

Even now the list of cases of 
pseudo-duodenal ulcer, which was for- 
merly composed almost exclusively of 
men, includes a good many young 
women. 

When tobacco poisoning produces 
its first manifestations there is likely 
to be trifling but persistent trouble 
in the nose, throat or bronchial re- 
gion; later come gastric symptoms, 
such as heartburn, acidity, ulcer-coim- 
plex; finally cardiac manifestations. 
The drug seems to have a special af- 
finity for the vagus or parasympathet- 
ic system. which is the unconscious 
or autonomic control mechanism for 
lungs, stomach and heart. 

People who use tobacco in excess 
should prepare their affairs for pous- 
sible sudden death. If insurance com- 
panies really could have truthful ex- 
perience tables they would give the 
non-smoker or the temperate smoker a 
lower premium rate than they give 
regular heavy smokers. But who shall 
say whether an individual's habits in 
this respect are temperate.or immoil- 
erate? Who shall define, temperate 
smoking ?

SEWANEE, Tenn., Sept. 13.—No review of Southern con- 
ference football teams should pass by without one of Sewanee, 
the University of the South. 

Sewanee nests with the eagles on the rocky 
crags of one of the Cumberland mountain 
chains that frown down on the Cumberland 
plateau below. And there has always been a 
look of eagles about Sewanee’s teams and 
something of the eagle in their spirit. They 
call the team ‘‘The Tigers,”’ but one thinks of 
eagles. 

Time was when the Tiger came down 
from his mountain lair to scourge the valleys 
in Tennessee, Alabama and Georgia. The 
Tiger was no whip-worn Tiger then. There 
was once a championship team. Once Lee 
Tolley led the Tiger on to beat Terinessee and 
Tech and Alabama. RALPH M’GILL. 

Marooned on their ‘frock,’ the Sewanee students developed 
a great pride and a great fighting spirit. This they still have. 
Their teams still go out fighting. 

Of late years the slings and arrows of an outrageous fortune 
have selected the, Tiger for some choice blasts. They come 
year after year. And still the Tiger carries on. 

There is a Kirby-Smith in the lineup of the squad this year. 
And his name, a familiar one on “‘The Rock,” recalls one of the 
old fighting stories of Sewanee. 

There was a Kirby-Smith there soon after the War 
Between the States. And he always went into the Van- 
derbilt game, the greatest one on the Tiger schedule, 
wearing an old gray army shirt that one of the Kirby- 
Smiths had worn while storming northern breastworks 
during the Civil War. 

Other conference coaches are heard to moan about losses 
and to issue pessimistic reports because their squads of 50 and 
60 men contain few prospects. 

Hek Clark, a former Sewanee star and one of the 
best punters the south ever saw, is head coach at Se- 
wanee. He took over the reins after Harvey Harmon 
and Paul Scull, of the University of Pennsylvania, left 
for a Pennsylvania job after one year of an attempted 
football renaissance in 1930. 

Clark had 25 men out for football in 1931. Out of that he 
built a team which gave Sewanee an exceptionally good record.
